Report from, Limon, fruit port — Yellow fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Graver reports as follows: Week ended 
June 11, 1903. Census population, 4,000; number of cases of yellow 
fever 1; deaths, 2; deaths from other causes, 4; prevailing diseases, 
yellow fever and malarial diseases; general sanitary condition of this 
port and the surrounding country during the week, poor.

Report from Olenfuegos — Inspection of vessels — Mortality statistics. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon McMahon reports, June 10, as follows: 
During the week ended June 6, 1903, three bills of health were issued 
to vessels going to ports in the United States, all in good sanitary 
condition and no sickness on board. 

The mortuary report for this week shows there were 15 deaths in 
the city from the following-named causes: Tuberculosis, 1; pernicious 
fever, 4; meningitis, 1; tetanus, infantile, 1 ; other causes, 8; total, 15. 

There was a good rain during this week, and it appears that the rainy 
season has begun and that the scarcity of water is relieved. 

Good reports are received from the surrounding country as to gen- 
eral health conditions, except that a considerable number of cases of 
malarial disease have occurred.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Echemendia, in temporary charge, reports, 
June 13, as follows:

The Cuban quarantine service has purchased the brigantine 'San 
Rafael, a vessel 101.6 feet in length, 27 feet beam, having a tonnage 
of 247 gross, which hulk will be repaired here, and then towed to San- 
tiago de Cuba, where the disinfecting machinery now aboard of the 
Rough Rider will be transferred to the San Rafael.

Habana, June 19, 1903. 
Wyman, Washington: 

Ward line steamer Niagara" sailed for New York on June 18 after 
disinfection by Sanator. No further sicknesss developed while vessel 
was in port. 

ECHEMENDIA. 

Report from Matanzas — Mortality statistics. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon von Ezdorf reports, June 15, as follows: 
During the week ended June 13, 1903, 9 vessels received bills of health 
prior to sailing for ports in the United States. Twelve deaths were 
reported in the city of Matanzas during the period covered by this 
report, making an annual rate of mortality for the week of 13 per 
1,000. 

The chief causes of death reported were as follows: Tuberculosis, 3; 
broncho-pneumonia, 2; pulmonary oedema, 1; enteritis, 2; other 
causes, 4. 

No quarantinable disease was reported in this district. 

"The steamship Niagara arrived at Habana June 15, four days out from Tampico, 
with a case of yellow fever on board. The patient died while being removed from 
ship at Habana. Autopsy confirmed diagnosis. See Public Health Reports, June 19, 
1903, No. 25, page 978.
